THE YELLOW FEVER SCARE. 


The Sa:ta Barbara Independent 
madethe assertion, in the opening sen- 
tence of an editorial on **The Yellow 
Fever Scare,’ that ‘‘Los Angeles is 
threatened if it is not already afflicted 
with yellow fever,” and in almost the 
next sentence of the same article says: 


There is absolutely no danger of a 
Visitation of this deadly epidemic to 
the coast counties of Southern Califor- 
nia. Los Angeles has no yellow fever 
within its limits, or if an isolated case 
has tound its way there, it has been 
* brought direct from Guaymas, and 
the victim contracted it there and not 
in Los Angeies. 


The first statement quoted above 1s 
erroneous, the last one correct—- precise- 
ly correct. There has been a single 
case of the disease here. It was im- 
ported from Mexico. There is no 
known case now in the city or vicini- 
ty. Wealso learn from Santa Barba- 
ra, through a private note received by 
one of our business men, that a rumor 
has reached that place that there are 
“twelve casesof yellow fever now in 
The rumor is entirely 
without foundation. Very careful in- 
quiry made yesterday in the proper 
quarters by a Times representative 
resulted in obtaining’ the. information 
upon which this assertion is based. 
We give it to the public, at home and 
abroad, with the assurance that it can 
be depended upon as correct. 

Our idea in this matter is that true 
policy as well as common honesty for- 


bid the practice of suppression on the. 


one hand and of distortion on the 


other. The simple truth is best and 


safest. Attempts at suppression un- 
der such circumstances always beget 
suspicion, distrust, and ul:imately 


_ very damaging exaggerations. 


We need not fear the yellow fever 
in California, if we set up any sort of 
decent fortifications against its ap- 
proach. It has been carried to the 
port of San Francisco by steamer from 
Mexico, but has made no progress. 
It has failed to get a foothold and is 
dying out. Ifthe weather 
of the Bay of San Francisco will uot 
stimulate the disease to get in its 
deadly work, certainly the clear and 
dryer air of the southern coast will 
not foster its spread. ,

WINNING THEIR WAY. 


California Fruits in Eastern Mark- 
ets---A Favorabie Report. 

To the Editor of the Daily Times—Sir: 
You are aware the undersigned 
brought an assortment of California 
fruit, for exhibition here in Iowa, the 
fore part of this month. 
among the chief attractions at the 
County Fair held here following our 
return, and was a source of wonder 
and amazement to those who had 
never. seen such a display. 


Our experience in bringing these 
fruits through, taught us a “lesson that 
has made us think more of. California 
fruits and the future demand for 
them than ever before. Most of them 
were bought in Los Angeles with no 
other selection than to get as good as 

‘ were to bz had the day we left. 

Several of the samples were inferior 
to those we had seen during the pre- 
vious week. They were packed i in the 

usual manner for shipment, and were 
five days ou the road to Iowa, and 
kept here for the fair five days longer. 
Still, not more than five per cent. of 
the grapes spoiled. We had mostly 
Muscat grapes, butsome Rose of Peru, 
Black Hawburys, White Corinth, 
- and Flaming Tokays. 


We brought several fine clusters in 
a large basket packed in cork dust, 
which, aside from shrinking some and 
some slight bruises, came through very 
nicely and kept very well till the last 
day of the fair, when offered for sale 
—and then they went like frost before 
& summer sun, at 20 cents per pound. 
We brought a box of oranges, how- 
ever, that we think illustrates the su- 
perior keeping quality of. this class of 
California fruits very favorably. These 
were also bought in the market there, 
and it should be remembered were of 
the crop which ripened in March last, 
yet have remained on the trees till 
Sept. lst, and were now transported to 
Iowa through a hot climate and dis- 
* posed of ten days after leaving Los 
' Angeles, with only the loss of three, 
from any sign of decay. We brought 
quinces, apples, pomegranates and 
other fruits without the loss of any by 
decay. 
These facts convince us that the 
| time may not be distant when cheaper 
freights may make it possible for 
Southern Culifornia fruits to find 
a market over here in the Mississipi 
valley that will make them worth 
more than anyone-can afford to pay 
for wine purposes. We were much 
surprised even now, as we spent a few 
days in Chicago, last weck, to find 
that California grapes and pears had 
possession of the market. Every fruit 
stand we saw in the great metropolis 
had alm)st exclusively California 
grapes, retailing at twenly cents per 
pound. They ought to be furnished 
there for ten cents, and then your vine- 


yards mayfdo their best, and the sur- 
plus will all be taken east of the 
mountains. Your readers do not need | 


telling.that in no place on the American 
Continent’ do they grow either the 
kind or quality of grapes ‘we do in 
California; and who don’t like grapes? 
Place our luscious.grapes of Los An- 
geles at ten cents per pound in Chi- 
cago, St. Louis, Cincinneti and Kan- 
sas City, and you will want a whole 
train load -daily at each place to sup- 
ply the market. We dvubt if the 
most sanguine has yet approached a 
proper estimate of the possibilities of 
a well regulated fruit farm in Los 
Angeles valley. 

Our association are doing all in 
their power to make Known the great 
attractions and possibilities of South- 

ern California, with a clear conviction 

that wedo a person a kindness in 
helping him to reliable information 
about the country.

Al- 
together, it is the most elegant building 
in the city.

FRESNO AND TULARE. 


Conacernins 


an Much Advertised 
Section. 

A gentleman residing in this county 
was attracted a few months ago by the 
glowing advertisements of the cheap 
lands in Fresno County, which were 


represented to be well adapted to fruit 
culture and in every respect very de- 
sirable. Accordingly he went north and 
examined for himself, and the report 
he brings back is anything but en- 
couraging to those who think of making 
their home in that section. He states 
that the land agents of -both Fresno and 
Tulare are constantly spreading the re- 
port that fruit culture is a failure in Los 
Angeles county, and that two-thirds of 
the fruit used here is imported from the 
San Joaquin valley! They say that we 
have no early fruit, and have actually 
led many people to believe that this sec- 
tion is virtually a desert. 

Now the impressions.this gentleman 


formed concerning the _horticultu- 
ral and agricultural resources of 
this portion of the great val- 


ley, during his late trip, were any- 
thing but flattering. He says that all 
the deciduous fruit is destitute of flavor 
and very watery, the grapes thick 
skinned and bitter and all the vegeta- 
ble products of the soil very poor. The 
principal reason for this condition of af- 
fairs is the fact that the land is covered 
with alkali brought up by excessive 1T1- 
gation andas irrigation is absolutely nec- 
essary in order toraise any kind of crop 
the land is continually growing worse. 
Prices for grapes are very low, the 
highest paid at the Barton winery this 
year beirg $18 per ton-for Zipfandel, 
$12 for Malagas and Muscats, nd $8 
for mixed varieties. Residents of the 
colonies suffer greatly from n.-laria, 
owing to careless irrigating, and‘. hoid 
fever and kindred maladies sre 0. the 
increase. Altogether, the San Joaquin 
valley does not seem an inviting tield 
for immigrants.
